nucleus, waxy excrement it should be 
promptly removed by using the syringe 
aud warm water; in such cases the Im­ 
proved condition Is prompt. 
Sometimes young Iambs deoop bo 
cause tile ewe doc* not permit them to 
nurse, 
in tills case tin* ewe and lamb 
should be confined in a small pen and 
watched at short intervals until nun* 
lug I ►ecol'*e* normal. 
Often the ewe 
silo WM a great attachment for her lamb. 
yet will not permit it to nurse; In such 
cases th© attendant must see that tin* 
habit of normal nursing Is established. 
This sometimes require* several day*. 


CARE OF THE HARNESS. 


O ccasional OJirvj Dcubks the W earing 
Quality of L eath e r, 
flam ers that is pliable ani reason 
ably soft Is not very likely to rub skin­ 
ned places on the horses’ sides or 
backs, writes a correspondent of Farm 
Progress. St Tidied hack hands, holly 
bands, pole strap* and croppers will 
cut away the balr like a knife when 
they touch the horse. 
The collars should Is* given atten­ 
tion right along. I won’t use anything 
hut a leather collar, aud that Is a gen 
era I practice, But unless a leather col­ 
lar is kept clean aud fairly soft it will 
ruin a shorn ier very quickly. 
Allow­ 
ing dirt and sweat to cake on tile in 
lier surf.!* »* of a leather or even a cloth 
lined collar nill bruise and rid* a 
shoulder bully iii a very few hours. 
Harness ought to be both washed 
and oiled at least twice ti year 
Be 
fore it is oiled it should he waddied 
with warm water and plenty of soap 
Use any form of mild soft soap or good 
laundry soap, scrubbing the harness 
with a brush to get all the dirt off 
After washing tin* harness use neats* 
foot oil. working it Into th** hurtless by 
rubbing it carefully, 
lf the harness Is 
pretty dry you will bf* surprised to 
find how much <>n it will take to soften 
up a set of double burn©**. 
Better 
have at least t!ir**e quart* on hand. as 
it may take every tilt of It to fix up one 
set of double harness. 
There are many very good harness 
blackings on the market, correctly 
mixed and easy to apply, 
lf you can­ 
not ’get hold of iiuy of them a little 
j ivory black mixed with the neat afoot 
j oil w ill give a pretty finish to Hie har­ 
ness. 
I 
ll is a real satisfaction to handle har- 
j ne s that is soft aud pliable, as bur- 
I ness ought to be. 
Undoubtedly well 
‘ oiled harness is even a greater satls- 
fuction lo 'Le l.iuse that *»oar* it.

THE BORER PEST. 
, 
As has been stated In these notes 
many 
springtimes 
past. 
the 
worst 
enemy of newly set and young apple 
trees Is the small white borer that 
works In the trunk at aud just below’ 
the surface of the ground. 
Some or­ 
chardists rely almost wholly on paint­ 
ing tile trunks at about this time with 
a 
whitewash 
containing 
a 
small 
amount of carbolic acid. hut tin* writer 
lins seen much damage done in or­ 
chards which have received only tills 
protection. In the first place, the grass 
and weeds should he kept hoed away 
from tho trunks of the trees a distance 
of a foot or more. Often the presence 
of the borers Is indicated by the red­ 
dish dustlike excreta which arc usually 
thrown but from openings in the bark 
just alleve the surface of the ground. 
Rut sometimes there is no outward ap­ 
pearance. 
It is well for this reason to 
go over tile trees carefully. The writer 
lins found a curved bladed pruning 
knife excellent for removing the earth 
about the trunk to the depth of an Inch 
or two and scraping the bark gently. 
lf the borers are present their excreta 
will show, as stated, or the bark will 
show fiat and give a hollow sound as 
the knife passes over it. When located 
the bark should he opened and the 
borer taken out. 
lf the borers are in 
their second year and are In deep they 
should be prodded with a wire or a 
pliable peeled apple twig. 
The borers 
that have completed their second year 
bore upward sometimes a distance of 
four or five Inches above the level of 
the ground and emerge as borer hectic; 
through a round hole about the si/s.* of 
a double It shot.

Unhusked rice is rousted aud then 
cooled to lukewarm by fanning It or 
allowing the wind to blow through It. 
lnyer of eggs. then a layer of rice. and 
then spread in the liottoin of a large 
wooden tub, 
L’ikui thi«* is placed a 
layer of eggs, then a layer oC^rice and 
so on until tin* tub is full.

twenty-four hours tin* rice is reheated, 
the eggs tieing removed while It is living 
done. 
When I ut hack the eggs that 
were at the bottom of the tub are put 
at the top aud the other layers each 
one row lower down. while the eggs 
that were at the outer edge of the circle 
are put In the center, and vice versa. 
While Incubating the tub is kept cov­ 
ered with a cotton mattress. 
One 
trouble with this kind of incubator is 
tun! It is not alway* imsslbUi to toll 
Just when tho chick* are going to 
hatch.
